Balkan Unrest. 


What precisely is happening in the 
Balkans? Ever since the dismemberment 
of Rumania and Russia's invasion of 
Bessarabia and the Northern Bukovina, 
a diplomatic tussle has been in progress 
not only in Bucharest, but throughout 
the Peninsula. Now this side has seemed 
to gain an advantage, now the other, 
while all the time the unfortunate peoples 
of the Balkan States have been doing 
their utmost to keep out of the war. 


| When King Carol abdicated in Rumania 


and went into exile, leaving his son, 
Michael, to act as titular head of the 
State, the so-called Iron Guard took 
possession of the country.. This body for 
several years had been working in fairly 
close contact with the German Nazis; 
and, although it had been as a result of 
German pressure that the Rumanian 
Government had ceded part of Transyl- 
vania to the Magyars, General Antonescu's 
Administration for most practical purposes 
—except entry, into. the war—became a 
member of the Axis group. Since the 
‘invasion’ of Greece by the Italians, 
speculation has been rife in the Balkans 
regarding Germany’s military intentions. 


“It has been taken more or less for granted 


‘that Herr Hitler will not allow a serious 
defeat to be inflicted on his Italian ally; 
and, in view of the fact that the German 
Army has been twiddling its thumbs 
since last June, there has been a general 
feeling that the opening of the spring 
will see a great offensive somewhere in 
South-Eastern Europe. The question is: 
where! There can be no further doubt 
that “Italy stands badly in need cf 
military help. The Germans have sóught 
to take the pressure off the Italian Navy 
‘by the despatch of dive bombers to the 


Mediterranean. The violent sttacks on 


Malta during the last week or so indicate 
that a serious attempt is being made to 
readjust the naval balance of power in 
the Middle Sea in Italy's favour; but the 
Italians are being pressed severely on 
land both in Albania and in North Africa, 
and the time seems to be approaching 
when German help either must be prompt 
or will be too late. According to yester- 
day’s British reports, Tobruk has been 
invested by General Wavell’s Army of the 
Nile, 80 far as the layman can judge, 
it must follow in the way of Bardia, in 
which event the whole position of the 
is in Cyrenaica will become pre- 
s. The British also have taken the 
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more and more likely that Herr Hitler 
will make a move of some kind towards 
the South-East in order to help the 
Italians. Doubtless, the modus operandi 
was discussed by Herr Hitler and Signor 
Mussolini at their meeting on Monday. 
According to the German radio, the two 
leaders reached complete agreement as 
to the method by which plutocratic 
England will be brought to her knees, 
and “England is awaiting the spring 
with quaking anxiety.” Will Herr Hitler 
decide to strike through Rumania and 
Bulgaria, risking Turkey’s active resist- 
ance to the violation of her territory, and 
hoping to seize the Suez Canal via Syria 
and Palestine? During the last few days 
there have been ominous incidents in 
Bucharest. Major Doehring, of the 
German Military Mission, was murdered 
in the streets of the Rumanian capital. 
The alleged assassin was a Greek national 
with a Turkish passport; but the hidden 
hand behind the crime, according to 
Iron Guard reports, was the British Secret 
Service. On the previous day several 
pistol shots also were fired at Colonel 
Drescheau, the General Director of the 
Rumanian railway system. The identity 
of his assailant has not been revealed; 
but, presumably, the British Secret 
Service also was involved in this crime. 
Bucharest is reported to be in a ferment. 
Telephone communication with Rumania 
has been interrupted, and there are 
rumours of an attempted coup d’état by 
one or other section of the Iron Guard. 
Nobody appears to know what has been 
happening; but there is a general belief 
that an attempt has been made to over- 
throw General Antonescu’s Administra- 
tion, and that German soldiers have been 
wounded, if not killed, in the process. 
Political conditions in the Balkans are 
notoriously unstable at the best of times ; 
in time of war they invariably become 
chaotic. Not only in Rumania, but also 
in Bulgaria, the people have been living 
on the edge of a political precipice since 
the present war broke out, and, although 
they have managed to retain their 
neutrality, they have been required to 
pay a terrible price for peace. If the 
Germans intend to invade Great Britain 
during the next few months, it is quite 
possible that they will abandon, or at 
least postpone, their projected drive 
towards the Suez Canal, in which case 
Rumania and Bulgaria will continue to 
enjoy their uneasy peace for a further 
period. If, on the other hand, Herr 
Hitler’s generals take the view that the 
risks of a total onslaught on Great 
Britain would be too great in present 
circumstances, the extension of fighting 
to the Balkans would seem to be almost 
inevitable. 


Japan’s Choice 

The Imperial Government of Japan does 
not appear to be happy. Yesterday the 
Premier, Prince Konoye, informed the 
House of Peers that “our empire to-day 
faces the gravest emergency in its history, 
just as Mr. Matsuoka, the Foreign 
Minister, was appealing to the United 
States to realise her responsibility for 
the maintenance of peace —in other 
words, to keep out of the war. An 
interesting sidelight was thrown upon 
Japan’s condition. Prince Konoye con- 
fessed that there was not ‘‘an ample 
supply of daily commodities, and ex- 
horted the people to tighten their belts 
for the sake of glory. Japan, in fact, 
seems to be reaching—if she has not 
reached—a point at which any further 
prosecution of the Chinese war will be 
dificult, while any extension of her war- 
like activities will be a national disaster. 
She is a poor country, and it is only by 
dint of heavy sacrifices on her people’s 
part that she has been able to maintain 
the struggle against China for so long as 
three years. Happily for her, the people 
can exist, if not on the smell of an oil-rag, 
at any rate on a diet which would mean 
starvation to any European worker; but 
during the three years of war they have 
suffered grave privations, and a time has 
come, as we suspect, when the people are 
beginning to demand some kind of return 
for their sacrifices. A resounding victory 
over Marshal Chiang -Kai-shek’s forces 
would restore their confidence in their 
leaders, and would encourage them to 
persevere. The chance, however, of such 
a victory seems to be further away than 
ever. General Hideki Tojo, the Minister 
for War, may have been speaking the 
literal truth yesterday when he told the 
Diet that Chiang Kai-shek had lost eighty 
or ninety per cent. of his revenue, that 
the Nationalist dollar had fallen to one- 
quarter of its old value, and that increas- 
ing numbers of Nationalist soldiers were 
surrendering; but it is more likely that 
this recital was designed to brighten the 
gloomy declaration that ‘‘general peace 
between China and Japan cannot be 
expected in the near future.” Doubtless, 
China’s cause has suffered from the out- 
break of war in Europe, which means that 
her hope of obtaining arms and money is 
declining. On the other hand, the spirit 
of resistance in China herself is stronger 
than ever. Chiang Kai-shek, on General 
Tojo’s own showing, can muster 2,000,000 
men under arms, and he certainly must 
have millions in reserve. Such a wealth 
of man-power, even if its arms are 
inadequate, is bound to prevail in the 
end. 3 
In order to keep their people quiet the 
generals must create a diversion—and the 
only possible diversion means danger of 
the first magnitude. Dare they bring their 
country into the great war? Within the 
past few days they have reaffirmed their 
adherence to the three-Power pact with 
Germany and Italy. The pact, of course, 
does not commit them to war, but it easily 
could be interpreted by the generals as a 
pretext for a declaration of war if they 
thought themselves in a strong enough 
position. Japan’s entry would be a serious 
blow to Great Britain; for the United 
States almost inevitably would have to 
declare war in return, and would require 
to strengthen her own armaméhts with the 
material which she proposes now to send 
to Great Britain. We still venture to 
doubt, however, whether the Japanese will 


have the courage to take the final step.

The Russians certainly have no desire to 
see & powerful Japanese Empire created, 
even at the expense of Great Britain and 
America, in the Pacific—an empire whose 
leaders make no secret of their everlasting 
hostility

friction still exists and that mutual 
misunderstandings are in need of settla- 
ment. Japan, in fact, is confronted with

If so, then it would 
be better, from a financial point of view, 
if it were not inspired; for the public 
would prefer entertainment to inspira- 
tion. Provided that the Society remembers 
that the function of a cinema is first to 
entertain, and after that to enlighten the 
public, there is no reason why the venture 
should not be highly successful. If, on the 
other hand, the Society confines itself to 
the production of inspired works of high 
artistic merit, it never will become more 
than a club for the select few, the 
intelligent minority.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
remarks :—The custom of the American Con- 
stitution calls upon the people every four 
years for a corporate act of reflection upon 
the whole state of their national life, such 
as in our country we attempt at the irregular 
and rarer intervals of the Coronations and 
Jubilees of our Sovereigns. The inaugural 
address of a new President, or of one taking 
up a new commission from the people, is not 


— occasion for the expounding of policy, or 
‘for a 


fresh pronouncement upon the 
emergencies, however pressing, of the passing 
moment. Rather does it enable that national 
leader, at a time when his moral authority, 
rooted in the confidence of the electorate, 
stands at its highest, to require of his 
followers that they renew their hold upon 
the abiding principles of American life on 
which all policy has to be based, and from 
which the strength to overcome the 
emergencies must proceed. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s inaugural address on Mon- 
day was the speech of a man very conscious 
that he stood in the presence of one of the 
supreme crises of American history, fitly to 
be compared with those which confronted 
the illustrious predecessors, George Washing- 
ton and Abraham Lincoln, to whose memory 
and example he appealed. But he said no 
word directly about the alien creeds that 
to-day threaten the American way of life— 
and rightly, because these creeds are not a 
rival system for human betterment, but mere 
negation and destruction. The President was 
dealing only with positive things: He called 
upon his hearers to see their country once 
more as men dedicated to liberty, for more 
than three centuries have laboured and died 
to build it, and as men yearning for libert 
since Mayflower days have longed to reac 
it—as the land of infinite promise, where the 
1 of less happy regions are left 
behind, where humanity might enjoy its 
natural birthright at last. 

America has been the New World in all 
tongues to all peoples, not because this Con- 
tinent was a new-found land, but because 
all who came here believed they could create 
a new life, a life that should be new in 
freedom. That faith has never failed the 
Americans, though they are no longer in 
years a young nation.

“Bob” Hennessy, the Gate Theatre 
actor, tells me that last Sunday the 
company visited- Mountjoy Prison in order 
to present a turn from its delightful 
variety show, Snapdragon, as part of 
the annual concert given to the prisoners 
by the Governor, Mr. Sean Kavanagh. 

This particular '“turn ” consisted of a 
scene from Elmer Rice’s mystery play, 
“ Not for Children,” and at one particular 
stage—as patrons of the Gate during the 
past four weeks will recollect—a complete 
„ black-out was required, during which 
the body of a murdered man disappeared 
from the stage. 

In order to produce a satisfactory 
** black-out ” on the stage at Mountjoy, it 
was necessary—for ten seconds or there- 
abouts—to extinguish every light in the 
entire prison.

The Chiang Kai- 
Shek régime has lost 80 or 90 per cent. of 
its revenue and the Chungking dollar had 
fallen to one-fourth of its former value. 
Index prices in Chungking had risen from 
100 in 1937 to 850 in November lat. 

„The Chiang Kai-Shek régime, despite its 
miserable plight „* the War Minister said, 
is still persisting in its resistance, partly 
because of its over-estimated’ Anglo-Ameri- 
can assistance and partly on account of its 
failure to understand Japan’s national sys- 
tem, which it apparently believed would col- 
lapse politically and economically.” General 
peace between Japan and China cannot be 
expected in the near future, concluded General 
Tojo, but he assured the Diet that peace and 
order were steadily returning to Japanese- 
occupied areas of China. 


NAVAL BLOCKADE

ALL RESOURCES TO

A VAST plan of industrial con- 
scription was announced in the 
House of ns yesterday by Mr. 
Ernest Bevin, Minister of Labour, 
when he opened a debate on produc- 
tion, supply and man-power. In the 
coming months, he said, there would 
be a heavy demand for additional 
men and women for the services, for 
munition work, and for civil defence, 
ctions would be made in the 

num covered by the Schedule of 
Reserved Occupations, and he ex- 
pected that before long arrangements 
would have to be made for register- 
ing men of 19 as well as those over 


MORE WOMEN AT WORK 


The Government had approved a plan of 
combing all industry to see where work done 
by men could be undertaken by women, and 
there would have to be industrial registration 


by age groups. In vital war work, the right 


dismissal would be taken out of employers’ 
hands, and an employé would not be allowed 
to leave without permission. “We shall 
have to ask people engaged in all kinds of 
nccupations to come forward and play their 
part.” said Mr. Bevin. “ We shall have to 
call into service many women who, in normal 
circumstances, — not take employment, 
Though figures of unemployment are pub- 
lished, that reservoir, so far as men are con- 
cerned, is practically dry.“ 

Reviewing production progress, Mr. Bevin 
said that, in spite of the determined attack 
of the enemy, the high production in the 
summer was maintained, and in many cases 
was increased, in the last quarter of 1940. 
In some cases output showed increases over 
anything accomplished in any previous period, 
and there would be a formidable advance in 
the output of essential weapons in the first 
quarter of 1941. 


SHIPPING TONNAGE 


Since the beginning of September, week vy 
week, the production had increased of 
operational machines produced in this country, 
and they looked forward to achieving 
superiority in the air to contribute to their 
final victory. 

The naval tonnage under construction at 
the outbreak of the war was already greater 
than in 1914.18, and since then there had 
been even further great expansion. The number 
and tonnage of vessels completed showed an 
even better picture. Merchant shipping ton- 
nage completed in the last six months showed 
a substantial increase of over one-third on 
the figures for the hrst half of 1940. The 
use of man- power, both in handling cargoes, 
building and repairs, must be improved, and 
the solution lay in a permanent organised 
mobile labour force, good co-ordinated 
management, and the utilisation of every 
available facility. 

December’s exports were £24,400,.000—an 
increase on November of £2.700,000—a great 
testimonial to the handling of man-power and 
the virility of their industries in adapting 
themselves to changed conditions. : 


BUILDING PROGRAMME 


The Government had decided to review the 
whole building programme with the object of 
concentrating on the main vital and r 
necessities and that part of the construction 
programme which could be brought into use 
at the earliest possible date. Included in this 
would be the provision of hostels and other 
accommodation for workpeople, to minimise 
the necessity for long travel. It had ‘een 
suggested to the Army that the men in the 
Forces might be used more fully to buiid 
their own accgmmodation, thereby reducing 
the labour now employed in building camps, 
so that the problem of house ‘repairs might 
be more vigorously tackled. i 

He had used, and proposed to continue to 
use, fhe powers granted by Parliament, last 
May more in a directory sense than in a 
compulsorv sense. He was confident that the 
great m jority of people would be only too 
willing to accept any directions given, and 
that there would be few cases in which it 
would be necessary to take further action. 
As a result of a big training drive in the 
various production departments, the number 
of people engaged in munitions production 
was now greater than in July, 1918. 


RECRUITMENT OF LABOUR 


Many women could not leave their homes, 
and the Government was considering the best 
way to bring the work to them instead of 
translerring them. In dealing with man- 
power, much more remained to be done in the 
direction of welfare. An order was now being 
issued imposing obligations of maintaining 
proper welfare conditions at the docks, and a 
new minimum standard of lighting in factories 
had been laid down. Mobility of labour was 
seriously handicapped for want of accom- 
modation and shortage of materials for new 
construction. 

The problem of obtaining more recruitment 
of labour forces, from non-essential occupa- 
tions — of whatever rank — and from the un- 
occupied, had now to be faced. This meant 
the survey of many occupations, and firms 
would have to see how, by re-arrangement of 
duties. men could be placed into productive 
work instead of office work. 


RIGHT OF DISMISSAL 


“Although much has and will be achieved 
by voluntary means,” said Mr. Bevin, “we 
have now reached the stage when it will be 
necessary to have industrial registration by 
age groups, and, by this means, make a list 
of those who should be called upon to serve 
the State in national industry.“ If women 
came forward the State would have to take 
greater responsibility for the care of the 
children. 

In certain types of war work it would have 
to be laid down that the right of dismissal 
must be taken out of the hands of em- 
players, except for misconduct. Similarly, an 
employé would not be allowed to leave with- 
out permission of the National Service officer. 
This would apply to all national industries, 
and rules would be made forthwith. There 
would be a right of appeal on both sides. 

A bill would shortly be presented dealing 
with the question of relieving restrictions on 
production. and the registration of departures 
from trade union agreements and their 
restoration at the end of the war. 
A Personnel Controller would be appointed 
in certain factories where there was lack of 
liaison, and steps would be taken to prevent 
systematic and organised short-time. 

“I have no fear,“ concluded Mr. Bevin, 
“that our workpeople will readily respond: 
for I am satisfied that none are more grimly 
determined than they to eradicate the curse 
of Hitlerism from Europe and the world.”

Mr. P. J. Hernon, Dublin City Manager, 
states :'— 

“ The recent weather conditions called forth 
= te a lot of complaints and criticism of the 

Jorporation in connection with street cleans- 
ing operations. A number of these were 
unfair, and not at all helpful, when one con- 
siders that a staff of more than 500 men, and 
all available transport were utilised on the 
work of street cleaning during the recent 
bad weather conditions. 

An editorial in one of the leading news- 

pers referred to the cost of the Cleansing 

epartment as amounting to £200,000. It is 
only right to 5 sonc out that the actual ex- 
penditure, excluding overhead~ charges, for 
street cleaning work for the year ending 
March, 1940, amounted to £77,340. This 
works out at a unit cost of £159 per thousand 
of population. The unit cost per thousand 
of population for Manchester works out 
around £161. 

A simple calculation will show that with 
a 6-inches fall of snow on a mile of thorough- 
fare 20 yards wide, the quantity of snow for 
collection and removal would 587 cubic 
yards—equivalent to 293 horse loads of 2 
cubic yards, or 117 motor loads of 5 cubic 
yards, and at least 100 men for loading, to 
clear one mile of street.

Financial and economic ears between 
the British and Belgian Governments were 
announced last night in a British Foreign 
Office communiqué This stated that purchase 
and financial agreements relating to the 
Belgian Congo were signed on January 21. 

e main feature of the purchase agree- 
ment will be an undertaking by the British 
Government to buy agreed quantities of 
Belgian Congo products. The communiqué 
states :— 

““ Some of this produce—notably copper (of 
which His Majesty's Government is to pur- 
chase 126,000 metric tons) —is in special war- 
time demand, and will, therefore, directly 
benefit the Allied war effort. 

“ The purchase of other products, such as 

kernels and oil, is important for 
the maintenance of the prosperity of the 
Congo producers. The period for the 
guarantee to purchase these products began 
on December 1, 1940. Many of the purchases 
listed have already been made in part.

Mahon is the professional of the Royal 
Dublin Club, and I doubt if even Henry 
Cotton knows more about the art of 
driving in all sorts of conditions. His advice, 
therefore, is well worthy the attention of the 
beginner, for whom this series is primarily 
intended. 

1 will preface his remarks with the state- 
ment that he has no use for this inside- 
out,” theory, which was exploited for a few 
years by Cotton, and which so many novices 
still try to practise, although the great 
Henry cut it out for the reason that, as he 
said, it cost him too much. 


Straight Shot is Best 


Harry Vardon’s contention was that the 
straight shot with all clubs was the best. 
So thinks Mahon. The inside - out is too difficult 
to control in a wind, if one desires to obtain 
the maximum of length, as does every player. 
Mahon says that the average player in 8 
for the inside-out goes the wrong way about 
it. He brings the club-head inside the line 
of flight in the back swing, thus making the 
swing very narrow, with the result that 
he has to throw the hands out ir the down

who attempt the stroke 

But to start at the beginning. Mahon 
recommends the square stance, with the left 
toe at right ga to the line oí flight. The 
left íoot in that position brings about a 
greater resistance by the left side at the 
instant of impact. , 

You will have noticed when closely wateh- 
ing Mahon or. the teeing ground that he holds 
the club very loosely with the right hand; 
the thumb and first finger are completely, off 
the shaft. He considers that by holding the 
shaft loosely with the right he keeps the 
wrists flexible throughout the swing. The 
left hand should face towards the direction in 
which you intend to play, and the right hand 
should be resting on the club sideways. 


Full Weight in the Stroke 


Another feature of Mahon’s perfect swing 
is that in the address he keeps the left 
shoulder much higher than the right, but on 
the up-swing he does not maintain it in that 
position; as the shoulders rotate the left 
droops slightly He insists on playing the 
ball opposite the left heel, as by doing so 
one gets the full weight of the body into the 
stroke. 


Notice Mahon starting the club and you 
will see that the initial movement comes 
simultaneously from the left shoulder, left 
knee and left hand. The average player who 
sees the movement demonstrated by the slow- 
moving camera exaggerates the drawing of 
the hands behind the. club-head, 
upsets the rhythm of the swing. 

A vitally important movement in the back 
swing is the cocking of the wrists—that 
is, getting them under the shaft. The wrists, 
says Mahon, should not start to cock 
until the left arm and shaft are parallel to 
the line of flight. ae 

The swing down is started with gxactly the 
same movement that set the back swing going 
—left shoulder, left knee and left hand; but 
it is important to memember that the wrists 
should remain cocked until the player hits 
up against his left side. The left hip slides 
out of the way slightly, so as to allow the 
hands to get back to the position in which 
they were at the address, and, as at the 
address, the left shoulder should be at its 
highest at the instant the ball is being struck. 
In the address the head should be tilted at 
the same angle as the shouldera; that is to 
say, it should be leaning towards the right 
shoulder—a ition which gives fr perfect 
view of the ball throughout the swing. 


‘Length of Shaft 


The length of shaft in the driver varies 
according to the build of the player. The 
small player needs a long club and the tall 
person a short ene. “The longer shaft gives 
the small man or woman as wide an arc as 
the taller obtains with his short club. 

Mahon’s view is that ladies play with clubs 

that are altogether too heav to 123 ozs. 
is heavy enough for any lady. 
Am I not correct (I asked Mahon) in 
saying that a cardinal fault in a number of 
players with the driver and brassey is that 
when hitting the ball they allow the left foot 
to swing round on its pad, thus pointing the 
toes in the direction of the green, and bring- 
ing the left heel round to the right heel— 
— off their balance?” . 

„Lou are quite right,“ replied Mahon, 
but that fault can avoided by making 
the left knee start towards the ball in the 
back swing. The left shoulder should be 
raised higher than the right, and Qoved in 
close to the ball so that the shoulders are 
parallel to the line of flight.“ 

I asked Paddy the secret of his t length 
and carry from the tee. Here it is: ‘‘I attri- 
bute my length to the size of the arc of my 
swing.. Although I am small of build, I can 
get the club-head to travel in a very wide 
arc, and with a big hip turn I can time the 
swing.“
